Until all these governments de-

Even here the 
fight was bitter. The Taft forces won the 
Georgia delegation. 


It was won by methods which were, in 
great part, shameful and unworthy. Then 
the convention itself undid that and 
seated the delegation pledged to the man 
now President. 

Since tbat time good progress. has 
been made. Despite the fact some of the 
Old Guard dragged their feet and private- 
ly sought to sabotage the party because 
they could not get fingers into the patron- 
age pies, the Republican Party in Georgia 
came to be respected and gained strength. 
It is ready to put candidates in the next 
election at county and state levels. 


We cannot imagine the men who sup- 
ported Gen. Elbert Tuttle at Chicago and 
who have endured the always harassing 
pioneering work of allaving factional bit- 
terness,. throwing up the sponge and aban- 
doning the policy of building a real party 
free of the old-style methods. : 

But sometimes men act unwisely. The 
entire state will be watching to see if the 
Tuttle faction—or another—will control 
the Georgia Republican Party.

Billions Are Needed 


For New Classrooms 


It is no longer a secret that the school 
problem is continuing to become worse. 
It is not merely a matter for specific lo- 
calities or states, but is general the na- 
tion over. 

Recently Georgia educators have been 
pointing out that the state now has about 
90,000 more youngsters between the ages 
of one and five than had been anticipated 
by the Minimum Foundation Program for 
Education. That’s a whopping crop of 
youngsters that will be in the classrooms 
within the next six years and who will 
be crowding the high schools and colleges 
later. 

The U.S. Office of Education recently 
announced that the public schools of this 
country went into the current school year 
with a shortage of 345.000 classrooms. 
Using current building costs as a guide, 
this is an estimated $10,000,000,000 worth 
of classrooms that were not ready for this 
school year. 

That’s not the whole story. 

Taking population figures, the Office of 
Education comes up with the information 
that enough additional children will reach 
school age in the next six years to require 
another 220,000 classrooms. On the basis 
of past experience, a total of 150,000 class- 
rooms will become outmoded and unre- 
pairable in the same period. 

Added together, 370,000 classrooms at 
a cost of $11,000,00),000 and the 345,000 
now needed at a cost of $10,000,000,000 
presents a staggering challenge. The Of- 
fice of Education is telling America that 
it must spend $21,000,000.000 in the next 
six years on building alone, to maintain 
minimum standards. 

The schools are working hard at the

problem as are the people in various 
school districts. Georgia's school building 
authority is a model for other states who 
are trying, too, to catch up. By eliminat- 
ing frills and architectural refinements, 
the rise in costs of classroom construction 
has been held to 108 per cent while the 
building industry in general has gone up 
185 per cent. 

Frankly, there’s no end to the problem. 
Four million new citizens joined the pop- 
ulation in 1952. They're still arriving. It 
will take the mental, physical and eco- 
nomic resources of every community in the 
land to assure them of adequate educa- 
taonal opportunities.

With the coming of spring. plows will begin 
to turn the earth fragrant and fresh to the warm 


sun, and preparation for another year of crops 


will begin. 


In the nation’s capital, plowing already has started 


and furrowed brows are considering what has come to be known 


as the ‘‘farm problem.” 


The problem is something that's been with 


us for a long time and there is no indication it is vanishing. 


A group of farm bloc senators 
have indicated they'll attach man- 
datory high price support require- 
ments to a pending administration 
bill dealing with wool support 
prices. Such action, if successful, 
would extend for two years the 
9% per cent parity plan now in ef- 
fect. 

Secretary of Agriculture Ezra 
Taft Benson is not in favor of such 
an extension. He wishes to sup- 
piant the present prop system with 
‘“*flexible’’ supports. The secretary, 
a brave man, feels there can be 
no solution to the farm problem 
so long as the- government provides 
rigid support prices. He wishes to 
vary the supports, hoping thereby 
to discourage or encourage produc- 
tion, as the case might be. in the 
various supported crops. His aim 
is to try and fit agricultural pro- 
Cuction into the overall economy. 

The secretary's hopes do not fit 
easily into the political picture. 
There are votes to be reaped this 


fall, and few officeholders would 


wish to take a chance on alienat- 
ing the farmers. 

The fact farm prices have been 
falling the past vear does not augur 
well for Mr. Benson's hopes either. 
True, the fall has nat been as 
heavy as first feared, but there 
has been a fall. To be exact, farm 


income last vear went down 5 per 
cent, and at the same time urban 
income was up a few percentage 
points. 

The government is piling up a 
tremendous mountain of produce 
in its parity program. Approxi- 
mately $6.500,000.000 in farm prod- 
ucts are being stored by the U.S. 
That means each and every citl- 
ven* has $43 invested in the farm 
support program. So we all have a 
stake in this business. 


The farmer himself is another 
obstacle facing Mr. Benson. Those 
who live on the land remember the 
lean days when farm prices were 
left to sink without restraint. The 
first Agriculture Adjustment Act in 
1933 put a floor under the land, 
und it's been there every since. 

Parity, that magic word meaning 
equality of farm purchasing power 
with that of the rest.of the econ- 
omy, has been a part of the agri- 
cultural scene for more than 20 
years. Economists, agricultural 
specialists, farmers, and, politi- 
cians may never get together on 
whether 90 per cent, 75 per cent of 
parity, or no per cent, is desirable. 

But when the showdown comes 
in the fields of Congress, both Mr. 
Benson and his adversaries will get 
10 per cent for effort.
